Reports 


__In January, 1940, a new educational child was born when Allan Wilson opened 
its doors to pupils for the first time. It was then something of an experiment and it 
suffered the fate of many babies when it was saddled with an unwanted name, 
“Modern” School. The general public had little notion of the precise meaning of the 
term “Modern”, and many of the school’s growing pains were a direct result of 
ignorance of the concept on the part of parents. 


Now, thirty-five years later, in January, 1975, we find ourselves on the thresh- 
old of another educational experiment, and I sincerely hope that similar mis- 
conceptions will not arise. Over the years Allan Wilson has built up a proud 
tradition as a “Technical” High School and the general public has come to accept 
that the courses and facilities offered at this school have satisfied a very real need 
in the community. As from January, 1975, we will no longer have a “select” entry, 
we will become a “zoned” school, and a range of alternative courses to those aimed 
at engineering, will be offered. Let me hasten to add, however, that the educational 
concept of the “comprehensive” school means that Ministry must strive to provide 
at other schools the technical facilities that exist at Allan Wilson and not that 
Allan Wilson will lose facilities already in existence. In my view it is educationally 
sound for ALL boys in our Twentieth Century technological world to have the 
opportunity of experiencing the “workshop” atmosphere, and we have no intention 
of depriving our new intake of this opportunity. January, 1975, will see a broadening 
of the Allan Wilson curriculum, so that those who wish to opt for subjects other 
than the “technical’’ will be able to do so, but only after experiencing the full range 
in the first two years. Already in 1974 we have seen the introduction of Biology 
and Art at “O” level, and English, Afrikaan:, History and Geography at “A” 
level. In essence, Allan Wilson will benefit from the broadening of subject choices, 
without losing what is best in our technical education. 


It is my fervent hope that the high standards achieved at Allan Wilson will 
not only be maintained, but even surpassed in this new era. Our academic tradition 
is already firmly established, and with our own zone we should find parental 
support and co-operation even greater than before. Everything is in our favour 
and we are determined to “come of age” for the second time in the school’s 
history: this time as the best of comprehensive schools.

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Illa Biology Tour 


On 2nd May, 1974, a combination of 3A1 and 3A2 boys went on a biology ex- 
pedition to Inyanga, where we stayed at Tsanga Lodge, situated in the Connemara 
Lakes region. 


The object of the expedition was to draw up a food chart of the organisms 
such as bacteria, larvae, frogs, water insects and any other organisms we could find 
in water bodies in that area. 


We first collected frogs which were not xenopus laevis, which are typical of 
the Salisbury region. We also found varieties of cybister capensis (waterdogs) , 
nepidae (water scorpions), corixade and odenta (mosquitoes) in adult and larval 
forms. 


Arachanida (spiders) were found in webs suspended above the waters, and 
were also collected from a dam located just behind the Lodge. Plankton was 
collected from different depths of the dam, and this mainly consisted of Cyclopoida. 


Mud samples were also taken, but only a few creatures like nematoed worms and 
chironomid larvae were found and noted. All the organisms found were preserved 
in formalin mixed with water, for later identification at the museum in Salisbury. 


We found that the major predator for the organisms found in the water were 
frogs, which we put at the top of our food chart. 


We also found that there was a comparatively large insect community, mainly 
consisting of surface dwellers and larvae, particularly culex larvae. We noted a 
distinct absence of phyto plankton which we attributed to the cold. This area is a 
low successional area having a low diversity of species. 


Apart from our study of the dam we visited the trout hatcheries, attended a 
lecture on the venomous snakes found at Inyanga. Some of these are Puff-adders, 
Berg-adders and Gaboon Vipers. This lecture was given to us by the superintendent 
of Tsanga Lodge. 


During many of our walks through the surrounding hills we noted many forms 
of vegetation falling in to the groups called bryophytes and pterydophytes. ‘The 
bryophytes consist of Liverworts and small, flat, leaf-like plants found in damp 
places, and the latter consist of ferns. Some boys in the group collected aloes but 
the only types found were Aloe Inyangensis and Aloe Arboresens.

“A VIEW FROM THE BRIDGE” by Arthur Miller was a most ambitious 
undertaking for a school with little dramatic tradition, and there were many who 
felt that this adult modern drama with its Italian-American setting would prove 
beyond the capabilities of both cast and producer. How wrong they were! We 
played to full houses and the enthusiastic reception given the play by invited guests 
and general public alike was a clear indication of the standards achieved.

The second term of 1974 saw the introduction of soccer as a major sport. 
There was an enthusiastic response and approximately 60 pupils enrolled for this 
sport. Over the term there have been additions to and withdrawals from this 
group but the total number of players has remained fairly constant. From these 
60 we had to form two teams, an under 15 and a Ist XI. This was difficult for, 
in addition to the fact that we were so limited in numbers to choose from, many 
of the players had had little contact with soccer since primary school, and so, 
naturally, their skills were not fully developed. Despite this, however, we did 
manage to find a stable core of players for both teams. Their performance in terms 
of match results was not good, but this was only to be expected. Indeed the 
beginning of the season saw two heavy defeats, one to Churchill and the other to 
Morgan, but gradually over the term the standard of play improved considerably. 


We started the season with an excellent goalkeeper, Clayton, but even his skill 
could not prevent high scores against us. Wingrave took over from Clayton 
halfway through the season and, strangely the average number of goals against 
us did not increase. This is evidence of not only Wingrave’s improved ability 
in goal, but of the all-round improved performance of the team. Worthy of 
special mention are Venter (Captain) for both his skill and work-rate, McCabe 
for the same reasons, McQuoid for his stamina and determination and Nicholls, 
as the most improved player. 


Matches were played against Churchill, Morgan, St. Georges, Lord Malvern, 
Prince Edward and Peterhouse, and, while the vast majority were defeats for us, the 
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games were enjoyable, and the behaviour of the teams on the field was good. The 
players are to be commended on their ability to accept defeat without the histrionics 
and tantrums sometimes seen in professional sport. 


The facilities for soccer are not ideal but are the best which are available at 
present. We have very kindly been given the use of the Drill Hall field and we are 
grateful to Major Sedden of the Rhodesia Regiment for this. We hope that next 
year we will be able to make improvements to the present arrangements. 


Finally, while soccer is now recognised as a major sport, it is obviously a 
“minority” major sport, and it is not often that we are able to outshine rugby or 
hockey for example. We can, however, lay claim to distinction in one sphere — 
a sphere where rugby and hockey must acknowledge our supremacy — we have 
undoubtedly the smartest, best dressed teams in high school soccer in the country!

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THE DEVELOPMENT OF MARXISM IN RUSSIA UP TO 1904 


“The distinguishing feature of Russian social and political thought has been a 
habit of abstract reasoning, an addiction to the extremes of logic and an incapacity 
for intellectual compromise.”—Lionel Kochan. But it is easy to understand why 
such a trend in political thought should eventuate. In a society which provided its 
most thoughtful elements with so little opportunity to share in the conduct of public 
affairs and the problems of government, only speculation on social and political 
subjects was free. In this freedom it suffered from none of the disabilities which 
always accompanies experience. Useless in practice, the intelligentsia, like that of 
France before 1789, compensated itself by an overwhelming abundance of theory; 
in the face of extreme reaction, it constructed philosophies of good government and 
the good life which were no less extreme. Or, perhaps more accurately, since there 
was no mature tradition of philosophic thought, it borrowed political doctrines from 
abroad and carried them to Russian extremes. Exaggeration has always stamped 
Russian revolutionary thought, “and its revolutionaries have always inhabited a 
world of phantoms.”’—Richard Charques. It was thus that Bakunin, for instance, in 


exile in the 1860’s had derived from mixed foreign sources his essentially Russian 
doctrine of the liberating ideal of universal destruction. 


Two decades later, while the echoes of Bakunin’s quarrel with Marx still rang in 
the west, the newest current of speculation within Russia flowed from German 
dialectical materialist philosophy. Marx’s ‘Kapital’, was translated into Russian 


in 1872, and eleven years later the first Russian Marxist group came into existence 
abroad. 


Its founder, and father of the Russian Marxist movement, was George Plekhanov. 
Plekhanov was first a Narodnik, but soon left this movement because of its belief in 
violence. As a Russian Marxist his supreme distinction is that, unlike his chief 
disciples, he did not invariably push theory to its furthest abstract limits. Unlike them, 
too, he preserved a ruling sense of moral values. In Switzerland he founded the 
Osuabazhdenie Truda on liberation of labour. In an essay entitled “Our Differ- 
ences”, which was directed against the old Narodnik stand point, he published the 
earliest positive statement of The Russian Marxist creed. The advance of capitalism, 
he declared, was a portent of progress, but the contradiction of capitalism there as 
elsewhere, laid upon the industrial proletariat the historic obligation of leading the 
masses toward the goal of a classless socialist society. In urging the supreme need 
of educating the proletariat in the class struggle, Plekhanov rejected the notion of a 
revolution imposed by force as a betrayal of socialist ideals, “Russian Marxism 
before Lenin was essentially democratic.” —Christopher Hull. 


From Switzerland, Marxist doctrine filtered into Russia, where Marxist discus- 
sion and study groups sprang up among the intelligentsia. In the 1880’s they had 
little, as yet, contact with the industrial workers. Marxism was more of a literary 
or scholastic movement. But it claimed a growing interest among many university 
students, many of whom had their origins in the proletariat world. The state at this 
stage clamped down on the intellectual freedom of the universities and only the 
fraternities (Zombiachestra) of students from the same town or region were 
tolerated by the law. But within the walls of the university they provided an outlet 
for the ideals of youth. It was thus by a handful of students that Marxist agitation 
spread to the factories. From the beginning of the 1890's, simplified forms of 


doctrine of the class struggle began to capture the minds of small groups of 
industrial workers. 


After the 1890’s various groups arose with Marxist inclinations. The most im- 
portant movement that arose was that of the Socialist Revolutionary movement. 
The Movement arose out of student unrest and universities throughout Russia in 
1900. It was a sort of reincarnation of the old Narodnik organisation. It still backed 
the theory that the future of Russia lay with the peasants. Their revolt was humani- 
tarian rather than intellectual. Clearly, the leaders conceded, capitalism had 
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arrived in Russia and the “revolutionary process” therefore involved not only the 
peasant but the proletariat as well. But if, as Chernov put it later, the industrial 
proletariat was the vanguard of the revolution, the peasants — the narod — were 
still the main army. On them would fall the full brunt of the battle. At the same 
time, it was argued, Russian Capitalism was so weak that the overthrow of the 
autocracy would itself create the immediate conditions for socialist order of society 
throughout Russia. It was this simple vision of a glorious future founded upon 
peasant collectivism which kindled the imagination of perhaps the bravest of a 
rebellious younger generation. 


Revolutionary idealists, heroic legend notwithstanding, are not often men of 
exalted character, but among Socialist revolutionary personalities there were indeed 
many who were genuinely honest in their ideals and wished the best for the 


Russian people. 


The progress of Russian industry during the previous couple of decades was 
demonstrated at the Russian Exhibition of 1896. It was then when the most for- 
midable strike up to that time in Russian industry broke out among the textile 
workers of Saint Petersburg. Behind the strike was a small, shadowy labour union 
composed of revolutionary intelligentsia. More unions emerged in secret and were 
again controlled by outside intelligentsia. The objects of the strikes were more 
economic in character, because the revolutionary agitators were still to some 
extent masked, and also because their appeal had to be on a level on which the 
proletariat could understand. From these strikes emerged an incipient working 
class movement, strongly penetrated by Marxist ideals. The form of Marxism that 
could be discussed in the Press —“‘legal” Marxism, as it was called— was one in 
which the economic analysis of capitalist development was divorced from political 
issues. As such, it appeared to the authorities to be of so abstruse a character that 
no objection was taken to publication of articles on the subject by Plekhanov and 
the young economist Peter Strune. The forms of clandestine Marxist propaganda 
which were now circulated among the industrial workers, however, were of a very 
different matter. Printed on secret handpresses and smuggled into Russia from 
abroad, this was the political literature expressly designed to foment revolutionary 


action. 


With the emergence of Lenin onto the Russian scene, Marxism in Russia took a 
definite pattern of policy as opposed to the bitter arguments about the tactics and 
doctrines required for Russia. With his acute dialectical mind, Lenin was a faithful 
follower of the Marxian theory, but his actual tactics showed remarkable originality. 
He fought for an undivided line of action, and a unified programme which aimed 
to establish the supremacy of socialism through the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
Banished from Russia, he continued his revolutionary activity abroad with a series 
of short pamphlets and his periodical “Iskra”. This disagreement with the other 
section of the party over the issue of party above class led to the split of the Bol- 


shariki and the Mensheviki in 1903. 


But of greater significance in 1903 was the political evolution of Russian liberalism. 
The Zemstro in Moscow had developed into an illegal political party. They aimed 
at a constitutional change in the government and to this aim they allied themselves 
to the republican and socialist elements which were invariably Marxist. In January, 
1904, a Union of Liberation was formed with the aim of uniting all the elements 
of opposition in Russia. Thus Russian liberalism had been translated into an 
underground opposition purely with Marxist tendancies. Hence the growth of 
Marxism in Russia as a theory for government, can be attributed to the nature of 
Russian thinking, which has been and has remained always extreme. It is tragic 
that liberalism which was relatively mild in nature, was taken over by the influence 
of radicals and Marxists. The 1904 war with Japan gave all the revolutionary 
movements their chance for expression of discontent. Hence the 1905 revolution.

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DISARMAMENT 


In nineteen eighty-seven, when the Americans celebrated their independence, 
they were an unhappy people.

In a quick move, a small bespectacled man rose and adjusted his papers then 
looked up beyond the table towards the steel doors and in slow, careful words 
addressed the assembly. 


“Excellencies, you have on your agenda, and — I am sure — on your minds, 
but one item for discussion. It is what we have dreamed of for centuries and we here 
today are the privileged ones to witness it. What is discussed this morning will result 
in one of two things — life, or death. Life comes with peace, and death comes with 
war. This conference was called in order to save the world. It is not sufficient to 
merely postpone the seemingly inevitable war. We must make sure it never starts. I 
therefore put to you but one proposition —- disarmament and discontinuing of arms 
production. The life of the world is in our hands gentlemen, therefore I beg you, 
for the sake of humanity, think humanely and honestly and destroy the fear under 
which we live. No longer can we concern ourselves primarily with the interests 
of our countries — it is up to us now to forget our loyalties to our states and to 
take on the responsibility of bringing a permanent peace to the world in order to 
save humanity. I ask, in fact I beg, of you to influence others into honest thinking. 
Forget the Fatherland and remember Mother Nature. I now call on the French 
foreign minister to present the first objectives in the subject of disarmament”. 
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The small man sat down and put his face in his hands and rubbed his eyes 
under his spectacles. For years he had been chairman of the World Council of 
Disarmament. Now he was given the chance of realising his dream in chairing a 
conference of nations who agreed to discuss disarmament. His honesty pervaded the 
atmosphere and each man searched his conscience and forgot what his government 
would say. The nineteen men were also special and had great responsibilities — each 
man had been elected by his own nation’s people. Even the communist bloc allowed 
men to be elected by universal adult suffrage. This meant that their decision was 


from the people and was certain to be adhered to by the government on pain of 
overthrowal or revolution. 


The conference continued. Hours turned to days. There were no parties or 
cocktails. The gentlemen appeared each morning at eight a.m. and carried straight 
on. All their words were recorded and were available for public scrutiny. Sincerity was 
the key to the men’s power and so long as they were sincere they had their people’s 
confidence. Moves for disarmament went smoothly. America, Russia and China 
came under heavy attack and had no answers. They backed down and agreed on 
everything. Soon, in only three and a half weeks of talks, disarmament became a 
reality and the world was overcome by joy like a truly saved people. 


The major problem took a further month to solve. The difficulty which worried 
everyone was what would prevent a disarmed world from being overrun by criminals 


who might escape to gain control of nuclear power. The extent of disarmament was 
also not agreed upon. 


The historic, unique conference ended in immediate action by the governments. 
Every country already in possession of atomic weapons was allowed one nuclear 
bomber unit only. This meant that combined force of nations could crush any atomic 
maniac but one nuclear unit was insufficient for warfare between them. Gigantic 
rockets were launched from Russia and America which contained most of the world’s 
atomic weaponry. These burned out on approach to the sun. Billions watched the 
explosion on satellite television and rejoiced as the waste of radioactivity was en- 
veloped by the sun. 


Although allowed to possess armies, many nations trusted humanity and dis- 
banded large proportions of their forces. Other nations without such faith lost their 
soldiers anyway as thousands deserted to look for opportunities in a peaceful world. 


For the first time earth was a planet inhabited by a happy species. Peace was a 
word which had such an extensive meaning that it reached holy heights. Religion was 
given a new importance as the Bible’s words were realised.

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I opened my eyes. Even before I was fully awake I knew it would be there. 
Expectantly I looked above me on the ceiling. Instantly a vivid picture formed as if 
projected on the white boards. Carefully I began to focus my mind on it, slowly at 
first, and then with intense and eager willpower. And then it was ready. Nothing 
else existed around me. The outside world was fiercely shut out, a dense black funnel 
leading my whole existence into its core, until “the face” was everything. 


Ever since the first time it appeared before me, the face became a guiding force 
in my life. I do not remember when it first appeared, it simply entered my life and 
became part of me, and I cannot think how I lived without it before. It never 
entered my life physically, nor did it ever communicate directly with me, yet for 
all that it changed my life for the better. Before attempting to explain how it 
accomplished this, I had better attempt to describe the face itself. 


Think of as many different faces as you can, and try to superimpose one on 
top of the other. The result will be very crudely, a description of the face I see. 
It seerns to me to be a synthesis of many faces, rather than one particular face, yet 
out of this indistinct amalgamation can come a clear and distinct face with a 
character of its own. This ability to suddenly resolve into a face expressing a 
particular mood or emotion, is one which never ceases to astound me, and it is this 
ability which has made my vision so important. The features of the face itself, before 
its startling transformations, are hard to describe because of their misty origins, 
but two features in particular stand out above all else. I have never before, on any 
other face, seen eyes such as those on my vision. They are exquisitely beautiful and 
amazingly hypnotic. They seem to sparkle with a life of their own, riveting my 
attention and then searching me, seeking my thoughts, before flashing back their 
message with an almost casual ease. At times their power is almost frightening, 
yet I have always trusted their messages. Below the eyes the other important feature 
is the mouth. Like the eyes the mouth is a powerful sender of messages, by the 
twitch of a lip or the flash of a quick smile, and it works in harmony with the eyes 
adding depth to their meaning. The rest of the face forms a background to the 
eyes and mouth, one minute indistinct, the next a perfect backdrop of emotional 
character, always endorsing the message of the eyes and changing with them. 
The whole face appears before a background which is hazy and constantly moving, 
swirling around the head like a ground mist around a hummock. 

Every time the face appeared before me it remained static for a few minutes 
and then, when my concentration was at a pitch, it would suddenly break up and 
reform, this time with a definite character. As I learned to interpret the expressions 
my life began to improve, as, whatever message the face conveyed, that message 
told me whether I had done right or wrong. 

About a month ago I had an argument with a friend of mine. I was in the 
right, of that I am sure, but afterwards I was not sure whether I should have 
argued the point. Perhaps I had hurt his feelings, I was not certain. As I lay on my 
bed thinking about the incident J looked up, on impulse, and the face was there. 
Slowly all external sensations and thoughts began to fade, until all that was left 
was the vision. The eyes bored into me, searching the depths of my soul. Slowly, 
almost imperceptibly they darkened. They became harsh severe eyes. The pupils 
widened and the eyelids narrowed. They flashed a reproach, an accusation and a 
warning, yet all the time retaining an atom of forgiveness in their expression. The 
mouth was firm, unyielding, forcing me to submit, to admit that I had been wrong. 
The rest of the face was indistinct, yet distinctly cold and distant, not quite 
visible but clearly visible out of the corner of my eyes. The whole face showed 
warning and a reproach for the future. Behind the face the background swirled 
around moodily, never stopping, always restlessly seeking a new position, swirling 
backwards and forwards, up and down, swirling, swirling... 


The other day, as I was relaxing after a most satisfying day during which | 
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had finally written a long delayed “thank you” letter, I looked up and the face was 
just above me. After a moment’s concentration the vision became clear and dominant. 
The eyes grew larger and larger until they controlled my thoughts. Methodically 
they searched my mind, delving back through the hours and minutes of that day. 
Suddenly they brightened. They twinkled happily, seeming to smile, and they 
radiated good humour in an approving sort of way. The mouth smiled at me showing 
sparkling teeth, and making me want to smile along with it. Together with the 
rest of the face the message was one of joy and congratulations, encouraging me 
for the future. Behind this happy face the background swayed gently and peace- 
fully, flowing easily and smoothly from one side to the other. The face was happy. 

In this manner the face has controlled my life merely through the use of 
expressions. At the end of most days it would appear to me, and then change its 
mood to reproach me or whatever it felt it should do. I began to lead a better life 
hoping for smiling faces, and I avoided if I could any act which might lead to the 
dreaded angry face. In this way the face became part of my life, part of my daily 
existence. I once tried to explain my vision to a doctor friend of mine and asked 
him for an explanation. He pondered a while and then triumphantly came up with 
a solution, he said that the face was my conscience! Of course, he is wrong. No 
one’s conscience has such control over his life, such power for praise or reproach, 
for reward or punishment as my vision, does it? ‘Think now — does it?
